politics and political leaders after 
Fcarl Harbour. "This war is an 
offensive to regain the world," he 
said, and "America liad Just entered 
dt in time to save itself from ulti- 
mate defeat." 

Speaks of Experiences 

Mr. Allen elaborated on his ex- 
periences in Casablanca before the 
Allied landing and of the same per- 
iod the prcviotu year when he'had 
been friendly with the German 
armistice commission. He describ- 
ed the atmosphere of Vichy and his 
interview with General , Fetajn, 
whom he described as a "museum". 
In his speech Mr. Allen discussed 
the other French leaders and stated 
that the Allies had befriended Dar- 
lan as a measure of expediency to 
save lives. 

In speaking of his internment in 
France. Mr. Allen mentioned the 
detcrimental influence of German 
propaganda' on the minds of prl:>on- 
crs of the Nazis. Ho spoke with 
deep affection and admiration of his 
comrades in prison, and said: "The 
finest people of Europe can be 
found in the prisons." 

Jay. Allen finished his Ulk with 
the question as to whether any na- 
tion could survive a 'major war 
every twenty years. He added that 
the most dangerous thing war 
brought was disillusionment, cspe 
daily within the democracies them- 
selves. 

In answer io questions put to him 
by the audience, Mr. Allen stated 
that Spain was not neutral, bad 
never been, that Franco was Incor- 
ruptible, and that Spain would go 
in with any side that promised it a 
fair share of the future. 

Mr. Allen is ' the fourth ot the 
sedes which Is being conducted un- 
der the auspices of the People's 
Forum.

Dr. Kaipovitch 
Shows Change 
In Russia 

Extreme Ideas 
Of Revolution 
Moderated 



The Soviet regime lias under- 
gone a great evolution in tlie 
past 25 years according to Prof, 
^licliafll Karpovich, professor of 
Russian History at Harvard 
University, speaking in Moyse 
Hall yesterday on "Russia, 
Twenty-Five Years After the 
lîevohition". 

Things are happening In Russia 
which he would not have dreamed 
of five years ago, such as a meet- 
ing in the Kremlin between Stalin 
and the Patriarch of the Russian 
Church, the speaker stated. He 
painted a picture of a nation which 
had got so far away from its re- 
volutionary experiences that it was 
actually endeavoring to conserve 
some of the gains made in the re- 
voluntary process, rather than seek- 
ing additional changes. 

He began the lecture by stating 
that this was not a historical sub- 
ject in the strictest, sense ot the 
word, but that he thought that the 
time had come when one could pass 
a historical judgment on the 
Soviet Revolution. This revolution, 
he stated, had. followed the funda- 
niental pattern of all modern revo- 
Ititlbhs, and had entered the stage 
ot stabilization, just before the out- 
break of this war. "We are now 
facing a new regime." 

Evidences as to the existence of 
this new regime, he explained, 
could be sceri in the recent Anglo-

The McGill Redmen notched their initial victory of the cur- 
rent hockey campaign, as they downed the Navy last night by 
a 5-3 score. Getting off to an early lead on Bill Allen's breakaway 
near the end of the first period, they never let the Sailors get 
beyond tying the score, and with four minutes of playing time 
left, quick goals by Hnlc and Farmer broke a. 3-3 deadlock, to 
clinch the game. The other two goals were scored by Macdonald 

*and Bioderiek, while the Navy 
sharpshooters were Paulson with 
two, and Buchanan. 

The game was a wide open af- 
fair, with power plays predom- 
inating throughout. The smooth- 
kating Navy 6e,\tet carried 
most of the offensive, but time 
and again their five-mnn forays 
broke like waves against the 
McGill defensive rocks, Ward 
and Broderick, and the new red- 
line rule enabled the Redmen to 
score two goals on breakaways, 
and to come very close on many 
others. 

Allen Scores 

The first break came with two 
minutes of the first period remain- 
ing, when BIli'Allen coming on the 
Ice as a substitute. Just as Bud Far- 
mer broke away, from a Navy rush, 
took the redhead's pass as he round- 
ed the defence to skate In all alone, 
and fool goalie Daoust with a 
shoulder-high shot in the upper 
right-hand comer. 

The fooling was uncertain during 
the initial, stanza, but the Sailors 
turned on the pressure at the open- 
ing of the second period, with Little 
In the cooler.

So you'ro afraid to donate 
blood, are you? There is no 
necessity for fear, once you 
have vbited the Clinic as we 
did. Entering from the cold 
blasts of November in Mont- 
real, we were greeted by a 
charming and business-like lady 
in a grey imiform. who pro- 
ceeded to show us what this 
business of donating blood Is 
all about First you are given 
a. blood examination to discern 
whether or not It is in fit con- 
ditlon for transfusion. It the 
blood is in good condition you 
proceed to the next room, where 
it is extracted. 

For this purpose the clinic 
has the most up-to-dato equip- 
ment and an efficient staff. The 
donor Is given a clean bed, 
where he, or she, may He down 
or: sit up according to his, or 
her'deslres. Our guide suggest- 
ed that it is preferable for the 
person lo He down, as Uie nerves 
are then kept more easily in 
control. She mentioned the fact 
that although It is a simple 
operation, many, people work 
themselves into à faint by not 
remaining calm before the oper- 
ation. When the donor feels 
ready for the operation, the 
arm is disinfected and the blood 
withdrawn through the opening 
made by the injection of a small 
needle. The pdllent Is then 
given refreshments and allow- 
ed to remain in a, comfortable 
lounge until he, or she, feels 
strong enough to leave. Many 
patients do not even bother to 
rest after the extraction, most 
of them state that they feel no 
effect while others experience 
a slight dizziness or a headache. 
But as our guide so neatly ex- 
pressed It "These headaches are 
nothing in comparison to the 
headaches experienced by the 
men who will receive the blood." 
. The red corpuscles are ex- 
tracted from the blood, and the 
remaining blood is dried and 
sealed in a'Sterllized -tin to be 
sent overseas. It takes five full 
donations for one transfusion, 
which is why the need for don-

It is ironical that recent efforts by Mc- 
Gill students to rouso the conscience and 
focus the good wiU of the University 
through a program for helping- refugees 
seem to have produced so much HI will, 
rather than the desired end. Why should 
a clearly humanitarian proposal bring on 
a controversy more conspicuous for heat 
than for light? 

I suppose that the explanation cannot be 
quite flattering to human nature; but at 
the same time it is fair to point out that 
confusion, vagueness, and tactlessness In 
the discussion did their part to further mis- 
understanding and suspicion of motives. I 
have no doubt that the petitioners were 
actuated by compassion and good will, but 
I am also willing to extend the same cre- 
dit to many who would not sign the peti- 
tion in Its present form. 

When two people profess agreement in 
principle but are not agreed on Its specific 
application, It is notoriously easy for at 
least one of them to regard tho other as a 
sinister fellow. The other has his own view 
ot the situation, and under provocation 
may go far beyond saying that simple zeal 
is not enough and needs intclllglencc to 
guide it. This is an bid pattern of human 
behaviour; and sometimes, when the Issue 
is clearly defined, the rightness or wrong- 
ne&s of the attitudes becomes clearer. 

In the matter of the petition, however, 
the issue did not seem entirely dear. While 
the motives of the petitioners were un- 
questionably good, It was not equally cer- 
tain that they were recommending the only 
way or the best way of helping the re- 
fugees. Was their impulse backed by care- 
ful analysis, authoritative investigation, 
full understanding of a complex problem? 
Until this point was decisively established^ 
until it was made reasonably clear that the 
plan for handling the problem was wisely 
conceived, In scale and method, one might 
have been unwilling to sign the petition In 
its present form without feeling guilty of 
fascism or any sort of race hatred.

Another observed fact about people is 
that they appear to bo divided roughly 
into two groups— those who are fearful

1 distinguished between the entrance of 
refugees and any long-run Immigration 
plan to Canada. As far as long-run immi- 
gration Is concerned I am less optimistic 
than some as to Canada's capacity to 
absorb immigration, and that means that 
the refugee immigration should bo regard- 
ed as a short-run scheme of relief rather 
than an immigration program. 

The actual number involved is not of a 
magnitude that really raises any serious 
economic Issues of absorption, though they 
may raise certain cultural and racial pro- 
blrnis. We need more men to supply goods. 
As far as retittned men are concerned re- 
fugee immigration will not make any dif- 
ference. Either Canada will run an econo- 
mic program striving towards full employ- 
ment after the war, and in this case the 
relatively small number of refugees enter- 
ing would be easily absorbed, or no such 
program will be put into effect and the 
unemployment problem will be so gre&t 
that tho problem of these refugees will 
hardly be a factor within the framework 
of the general problem. 

I do not regard the economic argument 
about Jobs as serious. There are enough 
Jobs today and the argument is a little be- 
side the point Tho question is largely' a 
moral issue. We cannot stand aside and 
wash our hands of all responsibility. 

Essentially It is a moral problem. We 
have had enough ot the notion that we 
could isolate ourselves from the effects ol 
evil. "No man, as John Donne says. "Is an 
island unto himself." A negative atUtude 
on this question Is not a neutral one, but a 
definite decision to lei these people die. 
And I, for one, am not one ot those who 
would like to see that

Some ten d;ays ago I was visiting In 
the office ot an acquaintance who is a 
newspaper man of considerable national 
and international experience. It was only 
naturiitl that the "refugeo petition" come 
into our discussion dealing with minority 
group problems. Here is the gist of our 
conversation about the petition. 

Although it is not accurate to say that 
the petition is part ot the whole Immigra- 
tion problem, it is defined by the public 
as a special case of JmmigraUon, and to 
all of the older attitudes ot various interest 
groups towards Inunlgratlon come into 
play. All Canadians want to help those in- 
dividuals bui^tt^Titbink about it as a pro- 
blem of ImmlgraUon. not as a special one 
of relief. Furthermore, even though heads 
of labor groups have approved of it, we 
are not certain that they control the think- 
ing ot the rank and file on such an issue 
as this. It the petition were put to a test 
vote by labor unions there is evidence to 
believe that it would be rejected. 

A second major Issue li that the term 
refugee has become synonymous with Jew. 
The Jews have been the most persecuted 
group in Europe, and it is expected that a 
good portion of Europeans in need of help 
would be Jews. But the fact' that Jew and 
refugee have become synonymous in the 
thinking of most people brings into play 
the attitudes of antl-semitisin. ' Since 1940 
racial prejudice and anti-semltism have in- 
creased. It is duo to the strain ot war. Al- 
though we in Canada have not suffered as 
acutely as Europeans, we have been dis- 
turbed severely and so we are more irri- 
table, we show more signs of anxiety, and 
as a result we are more susceptible to cer- 
tain lines of propaganda or lean more 
heavily on old beliefs. After discussions 
with various people, there is ample evi- 
dence to Indicate that the Refugee Peti- 
tion has become a target for attitudes ot 
anti-semltism. 

My friend and I were in agreement that 
the petition would not achieve the humane 
alms which need to be realized. The no- 
tion of urgency with respect to this group 
of refugees was premised upon the fear 
that Hitler would sweep into Spain and 
Portugal AU of us believe that this is not 
so probable now. Secondly we felt that cir- 
culation of this petition was poor tactics. I 
have already mentioned the issues of Im- 
migration and anti-seroitism. These have 
been raised throughout the country for no 
gain in getting us closer to our goal. Why?,, 
Well, my friend is of the opinion that such 
petitions are "no more effective than let- 
ters to the editor." Under present condi- 
tions I am Inclined to agree with him. No 
one expects the Liberal Party to run the 
risk of losing votes on the Immigration 
issue or to give opponents a chance of ap- 
pealing to anti-semitlsm. Hence the party 
In power is most unlikely to respond to 
such pressure as this petition. 

Since our discussion, further evidence 
has been published to support our notion 
that the petition was poor tactics. In tho 
Dally star of November 16, it is reported 
that immigrant control has been urged by 
a conference held in Mexico City. But the 
major point of the conference was this: 
nothing can be done unUl the fighting 
ceases. Governments are loo busy In point 
of fact and then too because of unpleasant 
experiences with refugees in the past, the 
officials claim that they are "too busy."

I suppose that my Gl}lef reason for sup- 
porting this petition is that along with all 
others, I think that we have an obligation 
to provide refuge and some measure of re- 
lief for those whom our enemies have op- 
pressed and driven out It's not a, case of 
what Canada may gain in the long run, 
but the Immediate and rather urgent mat- 
ter ot hospitality now.' Unfortunately what 
common humanity urges and what ex- 
pediency seems to require may not always 
coincide; yet experience suggests that peo- 
ple who have adopted the generous policy 
in these matters have not been tbq losers 
thereby. '

This Is really a moral question and murt 
be decided by moral standards; our brother 
is in distress; will we help him? We* can 
think up a thousand spurious reasons for 
not dohig so. Will those reasons weigh at 
the Judgment seat of God? Of course, we 
must look after our own people, our own 
returned soldiers and sailors. Js this an 
honest excuse for Inaction? Have those now 
using it done anything to relieve our own 
poor? Of course, we can try to pass on' 
our responsibility to' the government and 
leave it in the hands ot our wise and ex- 
perienced Immigration Department But 
the Immigration Department is purely an 
executive organization, it decides nothing; 
it simply applies laws which you and I 
make. And our present law is not>the pro- 
duce of any wisdom or bitter experience 
with any group. It Is a panic law intro- 
duced In 1931 after the financial crash. 
(P. C. 695 dated 21-3-31 amended by P. C. 
885 dated 23-4-37). We . may wriggle and 
squirm but the responsibility rests with us.

He takes the same 
pride and personal Interest in 
these people that the dean of 
one ot otu: faculties takes In the 
students. To speak only ot re- 
fugees whom I know person- 
ally: one is teaching Mathema- 
tics In a Canadian university,' 
another is a tool designer for 
one of the largest Canadian 
companies, another Is a foreman 
In a factory, another Is a chem- 
ist Ini a pharmaceutical com- 
pany, another a dentist in a 
hospital, another a member of 
the R.CAJ'.j many have done, 
or are doing, essential farm 
work. 

These men, most ot whom are 
not Germans, are all victims of 
Nazi persecution, and have all 
been carefully investigated and 
found to be friendly aliens. 
They are not taking Jobs away 
from Canadians, but, in doing 
essential work, are producmg 
valuable materials which no 
one else has the skill or time 
to produce, or are training Can- 
adians to do Jobs that they are 
cot yet trained to do.

On a conUoverslal subject 
such as this, It is difficult In 
fact impossible, for an indivi- 
dual to assess the merits ot tho 
various reasons he gives for 
his own stand. We can only 
state what we consider to be 
the facts, and then build up 
from these facts, with our back- 
ground of particular experience, 
a set ot logical statements 
which fortify our stand. 

To me it is an Important fact 
that throughout the past these 
have been instances of mass 
emigrations due to persecutions. 
In all ot those which I recall at 
the moment the life ot the new 
country was enriched by such 
immigration. There was always 
opposition to this immigration 
due to social and race prejudice, 
and a fear regarding their se- 
curity on the part of the older 
members of the community, I 
do not think that our experi- 
ences in the recent past (let us 
say back to 1938) offer any con- 
tradiction to this statement 

In my opinion the two main 
causes of worry in connection 
with this proposed Imniigration 
arc the small percentage of the 
subversive clement which must 
be guarded against'and the pos- 
sible disorganization of our 
social and economic order by 
excessive immigration in one or 
more scale of living. To help 
us banish these two fears, we 
have the example of Great 
Britain which has absorbed 
150,000 refugees in the midst of 
this crisis— perhaps because of 
the industrial expansion due to 
this crisis. Of course by the 
use of force Germany has ab- 
sorbed minions. Have wc not 
the^ ability and Intelligence, 
even if lacking the humanity, 
to absorb a much smaller 
number? >

division remains. The source of these 
characteristics as found In adults is pro* 
bably to be traced to childhood condition- 
ing, but whatever the cause, that is the 
way we appear to be. 

Now a fearful person is an insecure per* 
ton and an insecure person seelu to be* . 
come secure. 

The more aggressive et the fearful' ones 
among us seek their security through dom- 
inating others and using others as the 
means to their security. In the process, they 
manage to kill that sympathy for others 
which is chamcterisUe of human beings as 
such. 

' The more passive of the fearful ones 
obtain their security through submission 
to the domination of the aggresflvc group. 
They are nevertheless always lorn between 
their sympathy reaction which is strong 
because, they are still- sensitive, and the 
fear of what will happen to them if they 
go counter to the wishes of those who 
dominate. 

The courageous group on the other 
band, responds aympathetically to the;^suf> 
fering of the .oppressed and persecuted 
people. They are -not concerned about the 
effect of their actions upon their security 
for they do not feel insecure. 



Now these reactions to a situation jn 
which a significant choice is presented.are 
not conscious reactions, the result of "tak* 
Ing thought." Hathcr, they are feeling- re* 
actions, lliey .spring out of what we' are. 
ISiey- are: callous, if \ïé,. have., ^jlled^" jour- 
sympathy; they are> vasclUating -and physl* 
cally devastating if we have remained 
sensitive but are convulsed with fear. They 
are natural, spontaneous, constructive and 
very human if we still possess our natural 
courage and sensitivity. 

How does it come about that we appear 
to have such cogent reasons for signing or 
not signing this petition for relief to the 
refugees? Surely Mr. Freud had an answer 
for that one, but if something more ancient 
it needed, then there it that genial obser* 
vation attributed to Jesus— "Wisdom is jus* 
tified of all her children." 

So I would say to those who are circu- 
lating the . petition. Keep at it. Your be* 
haviour is the expression of the normal 
human ' reaction to the situation of other 
human beings ' in distress. B)it I would also 
say— don't argue with people about it for 
your given reasons probably have as little 
to do with what Impels you to act as have 
those of the people who refuse to assist in 
this campaign to help the refugees.

These officials are reconciled to the fact 



that millions of Surbpeancms^of^jfaraA 
are refugees, and North AraeHc£M%rr still- 
fated to die. The practical means by which 
the toll can be reduced should be exploited 
to the fullest, but at present the petition 
does' net' seem (o be a "practical means." 
Since Premier Godbout talks about mono 
polistic corporations, his opponents must 
also find some issue, and so M. Duplessis 
brings forth a letter, purporting to i>rove 
that thousands of people are to be brought 
to settle in Canada. The petition has be- 
come a political issue. And this is singular* 
]y unfortunate. 

If the National Committee had used 
non-political means of assisting the re- 
fugees', the humane aid concrete assistance 
could have been achieved. As It is now a 
relatively few people feel that they have 
done their duty by merely signing their 
name or by engaging in a debate on the 
subject. Our problem is still this: how are 
we going to get help to those people? 
Shall we bring them to Canada with the 
understanding that we can feed and clothe 
them,* later sending thern home when their 
country is liberated or reconstructed? 'Can't 
we send them food and clothing where they 
are? McGill as a whole would support that 
cause rather than engaging in arguments 
which fail lo' provide help for fellowmen 
but succeed in making us fall out among 
ourselves. ■ " '

Russian Pact in which Russia prom- 
ised to collaborate with England for 
20 years, during and after the .war. 
Also, it could be seen In Stalin's 
speech of November 6, 1942, In 
which he spoke of the fundamental 
alliances of power in this war. In 
describing' the program for the 
Anglo-Russlah-Amerlcan alliance 
his -speech sKowed only democratic 
ideas; «nd Wai 'similar iri substance 
to ■ the "-A'iràntlc- Charter. " 

"But treaties receive real signifi- 
cance" ■ Prof.'- Karpovlch continued, 
','only from the participants' • poli- 
cies". He stressed the need .of look- 
ing at the feelings of the people, 
while passing judgment on the dé- 
cisions of the leaders. "Thus," he 
said, "this question could be asked: 
Wliat'has Russia been doing, to Mr. 
Stalin?" He explained that there 
had been a chqnge going on in the 
Russians' minds, which could only 
be described as t'Natlonallsm", bas- 
ed on an allegiance to the same 
system of government. 

Continuing this idea. Prof. Karpo- 
vlch said that at the beginning of 
the Soviet state great emphasis had 
been given to its international side 
^nd.to the Commintern. "The pro- 
letariats are citizens of the world" 
one of their leaders stated. The 
gradual change to nationalism be- 
gan in 1920. through the failure of 
the "World Revolution", and Stal- 
in's energies are now concentrated 
on founding'a Socialist State inside 
Russia only. 

Then new policies began to spring 
up, such as the return of the family 
spirit The first vestige of that 
Prof. Karpovlch- said, "was when an 
article appeared In a Russian paper, 
about Stalin's mother, and her 
beneficial influence on him. Then 
the teaching of Russian history in 
schools was remodelled. Many 
kings of antiquity' were "rehabili- 
tated", among them Peter the Great, 
and.Iyan the Terrible was '^vhite• 
washed," - 

All this while the Soviets were 
preparing for the war. and that is 
why the leaders were trying, to 
make the people conscious of their 
past, the professor stated, and that 
is why they wanted .to raise a na- 
tional spirit. , ,, 
Among . the , many new reforms 
startéd at that time, the position of 
the Church was bettered, and Stalin; 
allowed a Patriarch to be elected, 
tnils shows, stated Dr. Karpovlch 
that, religious sentiment stUl existed 
in.Russ^ and was widespread.,'^ 

Prof. Karpovlch spoke on the 
changes made In education; froni 
the complete, denial of discipline at 
the beginning of the regime, to thi 
present day curriculum, • which ' Is 
slmilsr .to.ouxs.. , . 

.. Concluding this^ speech, Prof Kar-. 
povi^;Stajed.:that the common de- 
nominator for all these changes 
could be found In the sentence, "a 
search for 'stabiilty, a search for 
authority." - This was the typical 
reaction, of. a, foçiety which, is.tirejd 
of revolution, and longs to return, to 
a normal, peaceful life, 
"■"'ftisf." kàfpôvicii also stated that 
differences still exist between us 
and the Soviet Union. Industry and 
all trade are still controlled by the
